DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Bob Rubin, car collector and_ racing 
enthusiast, was seen on the Hamptons Subway 
last Monday heading from Bridgehampton to 
Sag Harbor with a big set of keys dangling from 
his belt. Scoop and Kate Wasserstein were 
spotted sitting next to each other holding hands 
last Saturday night on the subway between 
Amagansett and East Hampton. 


BILL ASPINALL ARRESTED 
Our beloved Commissioner Bill Aspinall has 


been arrested and charged with misusing _ 


subway funds for the last seven years. He was 
brought to the police station in Hampton Bays, 
fingerprinted, arraigned and forced to post 
$2.5 million bail. He has resigned his post, of 
course.

LEAF BLOWER MISHAP IN SAG HARBOR 

The Hamptons Police responded to an incident 
in Sag Harbor involving multiple leaf blowers 
and children attempting to walk to school. 
The incident took place last Wednesday, the 
first day of classes for the 2017-2018 school 
year. A group of young school children were 
enroute to school and were walking by a yard 
in which about a dozen grounds crew workers 
were operating powerful leaf blowers. What 
happened next is the subject of some dispute. 
The school children report that the workers 
with the leaf blowers purposely turned their 
machines on the.young children, causing them 


to be scattered back down the sidewalk, and 
thus making it impossible for them to get to 
school by that route. Numerous eyewitnesses 
corroborated this version of events, some 
adding that a few of the children even appeared 
to become airborne due to the combined force 
of the multiple leaf blowers. However, according 
to Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
the workers with the leaf blowers, while not 
denying that the incident had taken place, have 
insisted that their actions were unintentional. 
“They are saying it was an overcast morning and 
visibility was poor,” Hirsch explained. “They 
say that insufficient light, combined with all of 
the swirling debris kicked up by their machines, 
made it impossible for them to see the small 
children coming towards them.” Hirsch said it 
would be inappropriate at this time to comment 
on the likelihood of such an incident being an 
accident, but he recommended that parents 
take precautions going forward. “It might not 
be very fashionable, but I say you should dress 
your kids in the brightest possible colors, so 
that these guys can see them coming. Better 
safe than sorry.” 


WHALE OFATIME | 

Those participating in the whaleboat races at 
HarborFest got a big surprise last weekend 
when an actual whale appeared in the harbor. 
According to members of a racing team who 
saw the animal during Sunday’s competition, 
a small whale surfaced within a few yards of 
the fake whale used as a decoy in the races. 
Emergency personnel were called, and the 
whaleboat races were called off until experts 
could determine whether the whale was still in 
the area. While there was some alarm among 
participants in the races and agitation for 
suspending the competition altogether, it was 
eventually decided that the races could go 
forward. “It’s very unlikely that the whale would 
do anything to hurt the racers,” explained 
George Grossman, a whale expert who works 
as a consultant for the village. “He or she 
was probably just curious about the decoy 
and moved in to get a better look.” The races 
continued without further incident. See related

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Cattle Coming 


A Wall Street Businessman Is Bringing Cattle Ranching Here

eople who go to business school are 

different from you and me. If you graduate 
from a regular college and find yourself in the 
Hamptons today, you might think of becoming 
a plumber or a merchant or an accountant— 
or if you think of going into business for 
yourself, opening a landscaping business or a 
limousine service. 

People who go to business school and find 
themselves in the Hamptons think much 
bigger—way out of the box, sometimes. For 
example, consider Stephen Skrenta, who 
went to Wharton and now finds himself in the 
Hamptons. If, in the next few years, you see a 
whole bunch of cattle ranches on the East End, 
the industry rivaling in size the winery business 

that sprang up here 20 years ago, let me just tell 
you, it was him. 

Skrenta grew up in suburban Long Island 
and never even got near enough to touch 
a live cow in that time. After Wharton (at the 
University of Pennsylvania) he got work on Wall 
Street with a mergers and acquisitions firm, 
took further work in that field in London for 


six years and then retired at age 41. 

_ Buy a house in the Hamptons? Why not 
Amagansett, for his wife and children. He moved 
in three years ago—no local man, he—and 
began to think about what he wanted to do with 
the rest of his life. 

“I wanted to start a business my family would 
be proud of and would help local farmers. 
Farmland soil where corn or sod or potatoes 
grow is often in poor shape because of 
pesticides and herbicides. | would help return 
those parcels of land to their natural health. 
And it would be with cattle. Nothing restores 
farmland like cattle does.” 

Two weeks ago, his firm, Acabonac Farms, 
debuted. Cattle are now being raised on the 
rich grass in the Hamptons. And with the click 
of a mouse, you are now able to order 5 or 
10 pounds of first-class butchered meat from 
entirely grass-fed cows, with no corn or other 
grain to fatten them up, delivered overnight to 
your home so you can have it for dinner the 
next night. 

More and more cattle will appear in more and 
more pastures here as this business grows. 

Skrenta asked me to help him move some 


cattle in the coming days before this story 
appears. He’s got some that have to be moved 
from Shelter Island and Manorville. I said | 
would see what I could do. 

You can order from Acabonac Farms online 
at acabonacfarms.com. There are four different 
kinds of “boxes” to order and pay for. Prices 
range from $106 for five-and-a-quarter pounds 
of premium ground beef to $308 for just over 
12 pounds of assorted premium ground beef 
and steaks. You can fill a “shopping cart,” 
check out and have it sent, packed in dry ice, 
for the next day for dinner. You can also see 
the story of this business, and how you can 
get employment as a farmhand on one of the 
farms. Skrenta, when away from Amagansett, 
spends time visiting local potato and vegetable 
farmers, talking about the benefits of leasing 
him some of their farmland for cattle. 

“Yes, farmland in the Hamptons is successful,” 
he told me, “but it’s in soil made healthy by 
use of chemicals such as potassium, nitrogen 
and phosphorous and sometimes pesticides 
and herbicides. If | can show them that raising 
cattle can make more profit then they make 
now, they will come (Continued on next page)

aboard. And nothing enriches farmland like 
natural fertilizer.” 

Skrenta offers partnerships with those who 
lease him farmland for cattle on their land in the 
Hamptons. And of course, the farmers get funds 
from the leasing arrangements. 

“lve traveled all over the world visiting 
places where cattle live on grass rather than 
grain. I’ve learned from farmers in Australia, 
New Zealand, Switzerland, Ireland, South Africa. 
Almost none of this is being done in America. 
In America they are brought to feedlots at 
maturity and get fat eating corn. The feedlot 
business is dominated nationally by four 
companies. Sometimes there’s a delay. Now 
here’s an opportunity for direct sale from farm 
to table, all in the community. I don’t think 
there’s another business like Acabonac Farms 
in America.” 

Skrenta has created a company that has 
all this working together—purchase, grazing, 
transportation, sales, marketing and production. 
He currently visits farms in Tennessee and 
Vermont to choose the young cattle he wants to 
buy, and then arranges trucking them here for 
what he calls “finishing” on grass. 

He described the three phases of livestock. 
In the first phase, the calf is with its mother 
prior to weaning, and lives on milk and grass. 
The next is adolescence, where the cattle 
puts on bone and muscle and is also on grass. 
The final phase is when Acabonac Farms 
intervenes. Skrenta buys just before the cattle 
are to be sold to the feedlot companies. 


They are then “finished” here. 

“How old are they when they come?” | asked. 

“Anywhere from 6 to 18 months. After that 
they live on Hamptons grass and gain another 
250 pounds. And then they go off upstate to 
slaughterhouses. But what I’ve been trying to 
do is revive the slaughterhouse in Yaphank, 
which closed two years ago. If there is demand, 
I think I can get it re-opened.” 

For many years, until 2015, the Yaphank 
facility was run by Cornell University for 
vocational purposes. Graduates would enter 
the med-tech industry. 

“After it closed, they put it out for bid last 
year,” he continued. “I submitted the only bid. 
And I lost.” 

Why? Because his bid was also for the leasing 


of the 175 acres of grassland that surround that — 


facility, and that wasn’t part of the auction. 
Now they will re-auction. And they’ve put in the 
leasing of the grassland. 

“If I don’t get it, somebody will,” Skrenta said. 
“It’s all good for the farmers.” - 

Suffolk County did award Skrenta grazing 
rights on the North Fork Preserve in Aquebogue. 

Cattle raising here in the Hamptons has 
been done for centuries. Cattle were put out 
to pasture in Montauk in the summertime 
beginning around 1670. One series of pastures, 
consisting of 1,200 acres between Lake Montauk 
and the Lighthouse, changed its name from 
Third House to Deep Hollow Ranch about a 
hundred years ago. In the fall, a cattle drive 
would take the cattle herd from the ranch 


through town and off to the railroad station 
to be loaded onto cattle cars for the trip to 
Yaphank and elsewhere. 

Itold Skrenta my family had moved to Montauk 
in the mid-1950s when I was a teenager, just 
a year after the last cattle drive. After that, 
the cattle were picked up directly at the ranch 
by trucks. 

Deep Hollow Ranch’s slogan then was “The 
Oldest Cattle Ranch in the United States” and 
the cattle ranching continues, now on a smaller 
scale under the direction of Pat and Cate Keogh. 

“During the early years, | was there,” | told 
him, “The owner of the Deep Hollow Ranch, 
Bill Cooper, arranged for three buffalo to 
be brought out to the place. They grazed 
in a pasture adjacent to the driveway to 
the farmhouse you'd drive by. Hy Sobeloff 
was a famous Montauk poet back then. 
Cooper said he wanted the buffalo there to 
‘inspire’ Sobeloff.” 

My wife and I visited New Zealand. about 
20 years ago. At that time, we traveled the 
countryside, staying at farms. Near Queensland, 
we stayed at a farm where, the next morning, 
we were taken to a pasture to form a human 
chain with some of the ranchers and others to 
keep sheep being driven from one pasture to 
another from straying off to a third pasture. 

Skrenta is moving 30 head from one 
pasture to another on Shelter Island at the end 
of September. 

I think we could go help him out.

Did the Maidstone Club Try to Shut Down a Fishermen’s Trustee Road?

NO TRESPASSING 

Last Monday, | got a call from a surfcaster 
alerting me to the fact that one of the old 
sand roads, a Trustee road that accesses the 
beach, now has a sign at its entrance saying 
NO TRESPASSING. He asked me to look into it. 
The Trustees, in this case, the East Hampton 
Trustees, have protected rights to the beach 
on these roads, for use for the local citizenry, 
for centuries. 

The road in question is near Main Beach, 
East Hampton. It starts as a paved driveway 
just off Ocean Road adjacent to the parking lot 
there. It skirts behind the Sea Spray Cottages 
and continues on through the dunes for about 
300 yards to drop down to the beach. The road 
is mostly used by fishermen with four-wheel 
drive vehicles. They have Trustee permits to 
do so. Three separate groups, both public and 
private, have ownership claims to parts of this 
short dirt and sand road. 


Thesign reads PROPERTY OF THE MAIDSTONE 
CLUB NO TRESPASSING. The odd thing—maybe 
the outrageous thing—is that this sign, when I 
saw it on Monday, was located at the entrance 
to this road—on the first part of it, which is 
owned by East Hampton Village. You have to 
pass through two jurisdictions, first the Village 
and then the Trustees themselves, which have 
ownership of part of the road, before you get 
to the part of it owned by the Maidstone Club. 

As a result of the location of this sign, local 
fishermen might not only be denied access to 
the beach, but be denied access to go fly fishing 
or clamming in Hook Pond. This road runs 
hard by the shore of Hook Pond on its way to 
the beach. And the road, the shoreline and the 
pond at that point are all on Village property. 
That’s before it gets to the Trustee-owned part 
of the road before the golf club part. 

As a result of this, | put calls in to the 
Maidstone Club manager Ken Koch and to the 
East Hampton Village Manager Becky Molinaro. 
That was Friday and neither of them returned 


my calls. However, when I went back to the 
sand road yesterday, | found the Maidstone 
sign gone. Someone had taken it down. Angry 
fishermen? The Village? The golf club? Driving 
farther down that road to the beach access, 
through the jurisdiction of the Village and 
then the jurisdiction of the Trustees, I found a 
similar sign now placed at the entrance to the 
golf club part of the road. 

I might note here that the sign is very classy. 
It is in the beautiful dark blue and gold colors 
of the golf course. 

At this point, | do not know the motives of 
the golf club if they placed that first sign. I can 
think of three. One could be that they really do 
want to go up against the Trustees and try to 
shut down the fishermen’s access to the beach. 
Another is that there have been times recently 
when people with two-wheel drive cars and no 
Trustee permit have ventured out to where the 
road widens a bit before dropping to the beach 
to have picnics or just sunbathe there. Those 
people have no rights (Continued on next page) 
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to that road. And they will likely get stuck in 


the sand when they do that. Third is that the ~ 


club might have an application at Village Hall 
for a variance they need for a golf cart bridge 
over a public road they hope to build, and 
this variance is being given a hard time by the 
authorities—many of whom are local fishermen. 
Far fetched? Well, it’s possible. 

Finally, as a good journalist, I should note that 
| have a four-wheel-drive car and a permit to use 
the road and have done so occasionally. | am 
also a golfer, have friends at this club and have 
played there as a guest numerous times. 

I hope this gets cleared up soon.

urging their 800-pound steeds in their lunges 
over the jump. Riders would speak softly to 
their horses, gently adjust the reins, and urge 
them on. The two are one for these brief efforts. 

This year, the favorite was McLain Ward, a 
U.S. Olympic rider and his steed HH Callas. 
He has won this event six times in the last 
20 years, more than any other participant. A 
local favorite was Georgina Bloomberg, the 
equestrian daughter of the former Mayor of 
New York. Her father was there to watch, as he 
generally is when she competes. 

Thirty-two entries would compete. 
McLain Ward would be 10th to ride. Georgina 
Bloomberg 14th.

Brianne Goutal went off first and took her 
time. About halfway through, her horse, Nice 
de Prissey, kicked off a railing. A fault. She 
completed the course in 46.18 seconds. 

McLain Ward decided to press his horse to a 
faster pace. It would be something of a gamble, 
but the rider after him, Daniel Bluman, had 
had a sensational week, taking two first-place 
trophies in other events. For Bluman to win a 
third would be remarkable. McLain could think. 
of only one way to beat him. Try to do it clean 
and so fast that Bluman would be pressed to 
rush. Rushing could lead to a mistake, and that 
would be it. McLean did his very best. He raced 
through all the jumps clean until he had just 
20 yards and two jumps to go. HH Callas kicked 
down the top rails on both of them. The entry’s 
fast time of 44.10 was now irrelevant. 

The crowd quieted down for the last of the 
jumpers. If he could ride it clean, he would win. 

Bluman came out aboard Ladriano Z very 
slowly with a high step. He knew what he had 
to do. As he began through the course leisurely, 
without incident, the people began to urge him 
on. He did it. And that gave him a Triple Win. 
For Daniel Bluman, Ladriano Z, owner Alexa 
Schwitzer of Muttontown, New York, and for : 
Israel, that was a triumph. : 

The crowd began talking excitedly, the 
prizes were awarded out on the grass and the 
photographers took their pictures. And then 
everyone headed for their cars.

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Port Jeff Regatta 
Sails Again

Sound and the waters of Port Jefferson 
Harbor carried numerous passengers last 
Saturday—none more buoyant than the spirit . 
of hope that is at the heart of the Village Cup 
Regatta. For the eighth year, the event brought 
together local sailors and supporters on boats 
competing for the Village of Port Jefferson or 
John T. Mather Hospital, but all with one goal in 
mind: fighting, and one day finding treatments 
and cures for, pancreatic cancer. 

With the haunting sounds of bagpipes in 
the air, the boats started the day’s action at 
11 a.m. with the much-anticipated annual 
parade and sailed past the dock where a crowd 
had gathered, flags aflutter and cheers urging 
them on. They would head outside the harbor 
to compete in the race, then return to dry land 
to find out which team would take home the 
trophy, and as important, bragging rights. 

The Village Cup Regatta began eight years ago 
after the Port Jefferson Yacht Club lost two of 
its members, former Commodore Bill Hausner 
and longtime club secretary Dwana Holroyd, 
to pancreatic cancer. To honor their memory, 
the event was created as a way to raise money 
to battle the disease—which has a five-year 
survival rate of only 8%. The money raised— 
this year $65,000 came in, and to date it has 
generated nearly $450,000—has been divided 
equally between the Lustgarten Foundation, 
America’s largest private foundation dedicated 
to funding pancreatic cancer research, and 
Mather Hospital’s Palliative Medicine Program, 
which helps patients and families with the 
many factors that come with facing a life- 
changing diagnosis. 

The sailing was bookended by the second 
annual morning Yoga Regatta on the lawn of 
Harborfront Park, yachts and glistening water in

Which Dan is the real Dan? 


I n July, the Friends of Dan unveiled a statue 
if commissioned to celebrate Dan’s Papers 
founder Dan Rattiner. The statue, a 7-foot-tall, 
bright red lobster, with a somewhat taller 
Rattiner riding on its back, was installed on 
the corner of Hills Station Road and Route 
27 in Southampton. The installation is called 
“Welcome to Dan’s Country.” 

Often referred to as the “Dardanelles 
of the Hamptons,” the giant lobster and 
Rattiner stand just feet from the now- 
shuttered Lobster Inn at the point where 
Route 27 narrows into a single-lane highway 
into Southampton. 

Rattiner is best known for having 
founded Dan’s Papers in 1960, a newspaper that 
billed itself as the first free resort newspaper 
in America and which is much expanded and 
still going strong 57 years later. From the very 
beginning, he has written about four articles 
every week on a wide variety of topics including 
history, humor, current affairs, local news 
and more. They appear in the magazine and 
on DansPapers.com. Dan’s Hamptons Media 
today, which includes the original Dan’s Papers, 
the websites, Behind the Hedges magazine 
and website, the largest series of food and 
drink events on the East End—Dan’s Taste of 
Summer—and other offerings, is by far the 
biggest and most diverse media company on 
the two forks. 

Born in New York City, Rattiner grew up in 
a New York suburb and moved to Montauk at

age 16 when his father bought White’s Drug 
Store there. Educated at the University of 
Rochester and the Harvard Graduate School of 
Design, at age 20 Rattiner started Dan’s Papers. 


‘He’s worked for short periods as a copywriter 


at the Foote Cone and Belding advertising 
agency, as a runner in the city room of The New 
York Times and is also a successful. nationally 
known cartoonist. ae 

Richard Burns, President of Friends of Dan, 
says, “Every time I passed the Lobster Inn on 
my way into Southampton, I'd have visions of 
a giant lobster holding Dan up in its claws.” 
Heartbroken that the Inn had recently closed, it 
spurred Burns to seek like-minded individuals 
who wanted to thank Dan for all he has done 
for the East End community over more than 
five decades as founder and president of 
Dan’s Papers. 

Jeremy Essay, the new owner of the Behind 
the Fence Gallery (formerly known as 
Yesterday’s Treasures, located at 1549 County 
Road), immediately offered to play a key role 
in the project. His family business Nugent 
& Potter, one of the Hamptons’ oldest 
plumbing supply companies, recently bought 
the property surrounded outside and crowded 
inside by its life-size dinosaurs, elks, celebrities, 
dogs, cats and various other objects. “Everyone 
knows this place and drives by it a thousand 
times,” said Essay of the store. “They 
probably all ask themselves, ‘Who buys this 
stuff?’ The answer is: ‘They do.’ Every time

someone stops to look around.” 

Essay’s team worked with Acre Arts on the 
design and execution of the project. Creating 
the lobster was more straightforward. The Dan 
figure was, in the end, repurposed from a John 
Wayne statue found at the store and worked 
on with diligence by the Gallery’s team of 
craftsmen. “This was a natural project for us to 
get involved with,” said Essay. “And we couldn’t 
be happier with the outcome.” 

“My first thought was, ‘This is crazy!” 
says Rattiner of his initial reaction upon 
learning a statue was being built in his likeness, 
noting that it’s also “a dream come true.” 
Rattiner relays a story about a favorite statue 
of his from history, the Colossus of Rhodes. 
The Colossus, one of the Seven Wonders of 
the Ancient World, greeted ships coming into 
Rhodes. Rattiner’s statue, similarly, greets 
visitors coming to the Hamptons. Rattiner jokes 
that he will look to the statue for guidance. “If 
something comes up, I feel like I should go to 
the statue!” 

The plaque mounted at the base of the statue 
reads as follows: 

“WELCOME TO DAN’S COUNTRY” 

Erected this day, July 4th, Day of Independence, 
2017, by Friends of Dan to celebrate the Hamptons’ 
best known citizen, Lover of Hedgerows, Keeper 
of the Conscience, Historian, Curmudgeon and 
Publisher Extraordinary Dan Rattiner. Designed 
and created by the Behind the Fence Gallery and 
Acre Arts. &B.

If you haven’t seen Dan 
_Rattiner riding a lobster, 
_welcoming all to Dan’s 
Country, near Hills Station 
Road _ in Southampton, 
it’s a_ sight to behold. 
This week’s cover artist, 
Meredith Kennedy, 
who lives not far away 
from the Feffen fiberglass 
Dan, had a hand in its 
design and so is quite familiar with the 
crustacean creation. 


Your cover is obviously an homage to 
Botticelli’s “Birth of Venus.” Why did you 
choose this painting as your starting point? 

When the statue appeared earlier this summer 

on the corner of Hills Station Road, I had to stop 
and check it out. Dan is such an East End icon, 
and | thought it a fitting tribute to have him 
riding a lobster at the unofficial entrance gate 
to the Hamptons. I appreciate a good satire, and 
thought what better way to pay homage to the 
master than with a modern interpretation of a 
classic, with Dan as the subject. 
Venus was a goddess. Dan is the “King of 
the Hamptons.” How does the original concept 
of the “Birth of Venus” relate to Dan’s status 
as such? — 

Although we all know he is flesh and blood, 
Dan does have mythological status in the 
: Hamptons. Spotting his iconic hat at an event is 
: almost like finding Waldo. 

Can you talk about the-process of creating 
this piece? 

This is truly a multi-media piece. My origins 
as an artist are in Art Direction and Graphic 
Design, but I also dabble in photography, “visual 
artist” is probably a better term. I used an image 
of Napeague Bay as the background, layering 
on trumpeting angels gracing the centerpiece 
of Dan on his glorious lobster coming out of a 
clamshell. A loose interpretation of Botticelli’s 
masterpiece with local flair. 
Who are some artists who have inspired 
your work? 

I constantly am looking for new inspiration, 
and I think my years as an art director make me 
appreciate artists with a message and a graphic 
quality. I love the paintings of Kelly Reemtsen 
and the photography of Pol Ubeda Hervas. 
How do you juggle your work as an artist with 
having two young children? 

I worked in advertising in Manhattan for 
many years, even commuting from Shinnecock 
Hills, but decided to go on my own two years 
ago.

t’s a funny story how Art Donovan’s newest 

show, Odd Beauty: The Techno-Eccentric World of 
Steampunk Art, came to be at the Southampton Arts 
Center (SAC). As Donovan told it when we spoke at 
the Dan’s Papers offices recently, he was in front of 
Morris Studio on Main Street in Southampton one 
December picking up art supplies when something 
caught his eye in the Christmas tree. He reached in 
and came out with a jumble of keys, the tag on which 
read 25 Jobs Lane—the Southampton Arts Center. 
He walked over and met Amy Kirwin, the Director of 
Programming. He asked, “How would you like to host 
_a blockbuster exhibition?” She laughed. They talked. 
It became clear he was no art world newbie blowing 
smoke. He sent along all the pertinent information, 
and Kirwin decided to put the exhibit in the museum’s 
fall lineup. “It was a fortuitous occasion,” Donovan 
says. “But the thing about curating a Steampunk 
exhibition,” he continued, “is that you have to keep 
your eyes open for opportunity.

Steampunk lights the way 


Donovan, himself an artist and custom lighting 
designer, admits he was “Aching for a new design 
style since the year 2000.” In early 2007, he came 
across the work of artist Rich Nagy. One piece in 
particular caught his eye. It was a keyboard “dressed 
up to look like it was made in the 19th century, 
but was, in fact, a modern computer keyboard.” 
Nagy was combining modern technology with the 
past. “I flipped when I saw it,” Donovan says. He’d 
discovered Steampunk, which was, at the time, 
composed of a relatively small group of artists 
working on the internet. “Steampunk was the first art 
genre ever created on the internet,” Donovan says. 

He was so passionate about the look that he 
contacted the best Steampunk artists all over 
the world. “This is how I became a curator,” he 
explains. Steampunk had never been shown and he 
wanted to remedy that. The result was the world’s 
first Steampunk show, in 2008, at the Hamptons 
Antique Galleries (now the Topping Rose House) in 
Bridgehampton, featuring what Donovan called the

inventors of the genre. He then went on to curate the 
world’s first museum exhibitions of Steampunk—a 
wildly successful show at Oxford University’s 
Museum of the History of Science in 2009 and 
another at Seoul National Museum in South Korea in 
2014.

not the only one. “The actual word ‘Steampunk’ was 
coined by the author K.W. Jeter in 1987,” Donovan 
explains. Jeter recognized the genre of Cyberpunk 
(think Bladerunner) was becoming increasingly 
popular. So what if Cyberpunk got thrown into the 
past, he wondered? It would be like a technologically 
modern revolution taking place in the 19th century. 
“Think H.G. Wells’s time machine,” Donovan said. “A 
fantastic scientific device, dressed up and decorated 
like a gorgeous Victorian piece of furniture.” Pressed 
for more examples, Donovan cites the movie Wild 
Wild West with Will Smith.” Also what’s called, in

CREAMY LOBSTER MAC AND CHEESE 

MAKES 4 TO 6 SERVINGS 
Mac and cheese is the undefeated reigning champ of 
pasta-grade comfort food. It’s everything that a big 
bowl of happy, euphoric food should be: extra saucy, 
extra cheesy, and perfectly carb loaded. As a lad 
who was raised on the boxed stuff poorly attempting 
to impersonate a proper mac, | can unequivocally 
guarantee this: Scratch-made_ is __ infinitely, 
life-changingly better. One bite of real and fake is 
forever ruined. Here is my go-to mac, Maritime- 
style. Loaded with fresh lobster and topped with a 
lemony breadcrumb crunch, this is the ultimate feel- 
good dish. 


LOBSTERS AND PASTA 

2 (11/4-pound) live lobsters (about 3/4 pounds meat) 
1 pound uncooked pasta shells 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

SAUCE 

3 tablespoons butter, at room temperature 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

3 cups whole milk 

1/2 teaspoon Dijon mustard 


1/4 teaspoon cayenne pepper 

1/2 teaspoon smoked paprika 

1/2 teaspoon sea salt 

1/2 teaspoon cracked black pepper 
2 cups grated aged cheddar cheese 
2 cups grated Gruyére cheese 

1/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
BREAD CRUMB CRUNCH 

1/2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

1/2 cup panko bread crumbs 

1 teaspoon lemon zest 

1/2 teaspoon cracked black pepper 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh flat-leaf 
parsley, plus more leaves for garnish 
3 tablespoons olive oil 


1. Preheat the oven to 350°F. 

2. Cook the lobsters and pasta: Bring a large pot 
of salted water to a boil and prepare an ice bath in 
a large bowl. Carefully submerge the live lobsters in 
the boiling water (you can do it!!), cover, and boil for 
8 to 10 minutes, until the lobster shells have turned 
bright red. Immediately transfer the cooked lobsters 
to the ice bath to cool. 

3. Crack the lobster shells and remove the 
meat from the bodies, claws, knuckles, and 
anywhere else lobster meat is hiding. Cut it into 


1/2-inch chunks, leaving the claw’ meat 
whole if possible (they're the _ prize 
at the bottom of ‘the Cracker Jack 


box). Transfer the meat to a bowl and set aside. 
4. Bring the lobster cooking liquid back to a

according to the package directions 
(al dente, of course). Drain and toss with 
the olive oil. Pour the pasta into a large 
casserole dish. 

5. Make the sauce: In a 3-quart saucepan, 
melt the butter over medium-low heat. 
Add the garlic and gently cook for 30 
seconds. Add the flour and cook, stirring 
continuously, for 2 minutes, or until it begins 
to brown and develops a nutty aroma. Still 
stirring, add the milk in a slow and steady 
stream, making sure that all the flour has 
worked its way into the milk. Stirring away, 
let the sauce come to a gentle simmer and thicken, 
4 to 5 minutes. 

6. Turn the heat to low and stir in the mustard, 
cayenne, paprika, salt, and pepper. Stir in the 
cheeses, 1 cup at a time, until they have melted and 
the sauce is silky smooth. 

7. Pour the sauce over the cooked pasta, add the 
lobster, and fold the lot together. 

8. Make the breadcrumb crunch: In a small bowl, 
combine all the ingredients and stir to combine. 

9. Top the pasta with the bread crumb mixture 
and bake for 15 to 20 minutes, until the breadcrumbs 
have turned golden brown. Garnish with fresh parsley © 
and serve immediately.

So many houses, such a great locale.

he Amagansett Lanes are the attractive 
grid of streets ranging from Indian Wells 
Highway to Atlantic Avenue, south of Montauk 
Highway to Bluff Road. Most plot sizes are a half- 
acre. Twenty years ago, a teardown on a half-acre 
- would cost between $250K to $500K. Today those 
same teardowns run between $2 and $3 million. 
Currently there are about 20 Amagansett Lanes 
homes on the market, with asking prices ranging 
from $2.5 million to $10 million. We thought we’d 
take a look at some around the median price points— 
$5 million to $8 million. All are represented by Gary 
DePersia at Corcoran. 
First up is this very charming vintage home at 
31 Meeting House Lane, built in 1927 and asking 


$5 million. The original cottage has been expanded 
over the years to include 4,500 square feet on 
four floors. 

There’s a large new kitchen, a new master wing 
with covered porch and a finished lower level. There 
are four bedrooms in all, but if that’s not enough 
space, there’s a legal one-bedroom age cottage 
near the pool pavilion. 

Next is a newly renovated house at 56 Hedges 
Lane, originally built in 2002. Asking $5.75 million, 
the 5,100 square foot house includes many high 
end details, such as a finished lower level offering 
a full bath with steam shower, gym, media room 
and spa room embellished with custom sauna and 
massage table. 

There are two master suites to choose from: one 
on the ground floor and one on the second floor. 


Both include fireplaces and stylish baths, along with 
outdoor space. There are three more guest suites 
upstairs. Outside, there’s a saltwater pool and spa 
with a cabana offering a full bath and kitchenette. 

The last house in our Lanes trio is an impressive 
large home off Further Lane asking $8 million. It 
offers 6 bedrooms and 8 baths in 8,000 square feet. 
The plot size is larger too, at 1.5 acres. 

This house too offers ground floor and 
second floor masters with fireplaces and a finished 
lower level with media room and “staff lounge.” The 
lovely grounds include plenty of stone patios and 
brick walls, while the spa offers its own pergola’d 
seating area. fB.
